Origin and Progress of Railroads. 

It is not less interesting than instructive to look back over a space of more than 
half a century, and trace the progress of the railroad from its crude beginning to its 
present apparent approximation to perfection. The old tram-way, with its rails of 
wood and its awkward wagons drawn by horses, is quite as amusing to us now, in 
contemplating it as a curiosity, as are the pictures of the primeval plow to a farmer 
of the present day ; or an old musket of the revolution to the eye of an ordnance 
officer comparing the merits of competitive mechanism in the "small arms" of the 
advanced period in which we are living. And even the first models of locomotives, 
as we see them represented by the cuts in the railroad annals of by-gone days, are 
clumsy, cumbrous and feeble contrivances in comparison with the well-knit, sym- 
metrical and powerful engines now seen on the great roads of the world. The luxu- 
rious passenger-coaches of these days are very different, too, from those of even 
fifteen or twenty years ago. And as to the character of the rails, their weight, text- 
ure and shape ; the attention given to ballasting; the modes of fastening joints ; and 
the various other requirements for safety, comfort, capacity and speed — in looking 
back but a quarter of a century we would seem to be retrospecting ages that have 
long ago gone, so striking are the great improvements that have been made in each 
and all of these essential parts in the multifarious mechanism of the railroad as a 
fiimple physical factor in the vast commerce of this age. 

But it is less as a physical exemplification of material advancement so far as rails, 
and ties, and engines, and cars are concerned, than as a collossal carrier grown up 
with and out of productive demand, that the railrood of to-day is so great a wonder 
in comparison with the railroad of a few years ago. The railroad tonnage of this 
country furnishes the best index to the expansion of its capacities and the develop- 
ment of its resources within the last ten years, as well as to the incomputable wealth 
and strength still stored in the future for this people. 

In estimating our country's vital forces, we have in what the census-taker tells us 
at the close of each decade of the increase of population, but a poor guide in com- 
parison with what the railroad statistics tell us of the increase in the pressure of pro- 
duction upon transportation, for the same time. The volume of the products of a 
country shows the width and length of the paths on which that country is pressing 
forward in search of prosperity. The energies, the intelligence, and the liberal econ- 
omy of a people, not less than the capacities of the land in which they live, are most 
practically exhibited in the extent, the activity and the remunerative results of the 
creative industries at their command. 

In 1820 an observant and meditative man in England gave to the public, in print 
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his views as to the advisability and feasibility of a "general iron railway, or land 
steam-conveyance, to supersede the ^lecessity of horses in all public vehicles." There 
were some who read his book witH a half credulous interest, and there were others, 
a great many others, who read it not only with doubt but with derision. This man's 
name was Thomas Gray. He consulted capitalists *, he petitioned Parliament ; he 
was regarded by many as as fool, and by not a few as a charlatan and impostor. But 
he was a man of nerve as well as wisdom, and he persevered. Thomas Gray lived to 
witness the world's acknowledgment of his merit in its acceptance and utilization of 
his great theory. But he did not live to reap the reward in worldly goods to which 
he was so richly entitled for evolving, unaided, from his own inventive genius, a 
thought that has impressed itself upon all the industries of civilization in every 
quarter of the globe ; that has shaken the earth to its centre with forces from its own 
vulcanic fires ; that for both traffic and travel, has opened smooth avenues thousands 
of miles long in place of the rough wagon road ; and, harnessing the iron horse to the 
train of progress, has brought the journey of a month within the limits of a day> 

Thomas Gray, we say, did not live to be rewarded as he should have been, and 
would have been, for his origination of the steam railroad as the great revolutionary 
agent in the industries of the world. But, though he died in penury, he left a monu- 
ment to his sagacity, his boldness, and his unconquerable spirit that will stand aa 
long as the earth stands belted with iron and traversed by steam as the greatest 
motive power known to man. 

Since the great formal opening of the steam railroad between Liverpool and Man- 
chester on the 15th of September. 1880, every department of the industrial world, 
everywhere within the limits of civilization, has been brought to bow in cheerful 
loyalty to the sceptre of the locomotive as the supreme power, physically, in the 
development and direction of commerce. The first railroad in America was the 
Quincy road in Massachusetts, and was designed to carry granite from the quarries 
of Quincy to the nearest tidewater. It was projected in 1825, and was completed the 
following year. The first locomotive was actually put into use in this country in the 
year 1829. The first formal charter granted to a railroad company to engage regu- 
larly in transportation in this country, was the charter granted by the legislature of 
Maryland in 1827 for the now great railroad known as the Baltimore and Ohio. 
This road, like the Quincy road, was at first operated by horses. In 1880 it used the 
first locomotive for railroad purposes ever built in America. 

In Virginia, from her earliest history, the great bulk and body of the people have 
relied mainly upon agriculture as affording the immediate means for competency or 
affluence. And in the tidewater districts of the state, until within a few years past, 
the great water-courses in which those districts abound have been generally regarded 
as affording ample facilities for transportation of their crops. For the first reason, 
the adoption of the railroad as a channel of commerce was somewhat slow in coming 
into cons^icuousness as a physical feature of prosperity in our state generally ; inas- 
much as it is the multiplication of industries that first suggests and necessitates quick 
and capacious transportation by steam ; and for the second reason, the people of tide- 
water Virginia especially for a long time, with a few exceptions, were not only indif- 
^ ferent but even hostile to any system of internal improvements looking to a develop- 
ment of Virginia's resources through the agency of railroads. But as time wore on ; as 
towns and cities with their multiplied industries called loud and louder upon the 
farmer for his commodities ; and as the trade of our state extended and commingled 
more and more with the commerce of other states, the railroad with its speed, its 
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commodiousness, its regularity and its far-reaching connections, became more and 
more recognized as a necessity of the times. In proportion to her territory and popu- 
lation, the railroads of Virginia, both as to number and miles, will now compare 
favorably with those of a minority of the states of the Union. And that spirit of 
the age which is every day leading to greater industrial development everywhere 
in this country is showing itself in railroad enterprise in our state with a most 
encouraging judiciousness, energy and intelligence. 

The Eaklt Bailboad Legislation of Virginia. 

The first charter granted in Virginia was to the '''^ Chesterfield Railroad Company. ^^ 
The act of incorporation was passed February 27th, 1828. The capital stock was 
fixed at $100,000, in shares of $100 each, and the company was authorized to construct 
a road from the coal pits in Chesterfield to tidewater opposite Rocketts, in Richmond, 
a distance of about thirteen miles. This road was intended to be, and for some time 
actually was, operated by horse power. The charter contained a provision authoriz- 
ing the president and directors to grant "permission to run any suitable machine, 
wagon ^ vehicle or carriage properly constructed for the purpose of transportation on 
said railroad to any person or persons who may desire the same." The company 
were further authorized to erect "toll-gates'' on their road, and to charge tolls "not 
exceeding the following rates, until the net profits received shall have amounted to 
a sum equal to the capital stock expended with six per centum per annum thereon, 
that is to say : on all goods, produce, merchandize or property of any description 
whatsoever transported on said road, sixty-two and a half cents per ton for the whole 
distance, and at the rate of five cents per ton per mile for any less distance." These 
sums for tolls; but if the company should do the carrying as well as furnish the road, 
then they were allowed to receive, in addition to tolls, thirty-seven and a half cents 
,per ton for the whole distance, and at that rate for shorter distances. The act was 
made subject to future amendments, except as to so much of it as prescribed the rate of 
tolls and the price of transportation. The next year (February 25th, 1829,) the 
charter was amended so as to limit the right of transportation to the company them- 
selves, and to give them the privilege of charging one dollar and a half per ton for 
the whole distance, and twelve and a half cents a ton per mile for any less distance. 

The next year (February 10th, 1830,) the Petersburg Railroad Company was char- 
tered, with a capital stock of $400,000. They were authorized to construct a railroad 
from the town of Petersburg "to some convenient point on the North Carolina line," 
and to charge twelve and a half cents a ton per mile for transporting produce or 
other commodities, or eight dollars per ton for the whole distance (about fifty-two 
miles), with a proviso that when the net profits should have returned to the stock- 
holders their investment with interest thereon, the president and directors should so 
regulate the charges as to make them yield a clear profit of six per centum on the 
capital stock. In three or four years this road was constructed, and was the first in 
Virginia operated by steam. 

In the following year (1831) charters were granted to the Lynchburg and New. 
River railroad company^ with a capital of $600,000 ; the Staunton and Potomac rail- 
road company^ with a capital of $1,500,000; the Winchester and Potom,ac railroad 
company J with a capital of $300,000; and the Loudoun railroad company j with a cap- 
ital of $400,000. The only road constructed under these charters was the Winchester 
and Potomac. In the charter to the Lynchburg and New River company the Legis- 
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lature for the first time indicated its opinion of what was a proper compensation for 
the conveyance of passengers by allowing the company to charge ten cents a mile 
for each person. 

In 1832 charters for railroads were granted to the Richmond and Turkey Island 
company J with a capital of $250,000; the Richmond and Forktown company ^ with a 
capital of f 450,000; the Portsmouth and Roanoke company y with a capital of $400,000; 
the Fredericksburg and Potomac company ^ with a capital of $80,000; and the Lees- 
burg company J with a capital of $25,000. In the legislation of this year, the import- 
ant advance was made of authorizing, first, a municipality (the corporation of Lees- 
burg) to become a subscriber for stock ; and, second, the state itself was permitted to 
take shares in the Winchester and Potomac company to the extent of one-fourth of 
their proposed capital, or $75,000. In this year also the James River and Kanawha 
company was chartered ** for the purpose of connecting the tidewater of James river 
with the navigable waters of the Ohio," and they were given the privilege of mak- 
ing such connection either by water the whole distance, or partly by water and 
partly by rail or altogether by rail. Unfortunately the first method was adopted ; 
but now, nearly fifty years after, is about to be discarded for the last. Who can esti- 
mate what has been lost to the state by the choice that was made I 

In 1833 charters were granted to the Goochland and Louisa company ^ with a capital 
of $50,000, to build a railroad from Dover Mills, on James river, to Louisa Court- 
house; and to the Tuekahoe and South Anna company j with a capital of $150,000, to 
build a railroad from the city of Richmond to South Anna river at or near Rocky 
Mills, in the county of Hanover. This charter was practically superceded by 
another, granted at the same session, incorporating the Richmond^ Fredejncksburg 
and Potomac railroad company^ with a capital of $700,000, which the company were 
allowed to increase to $1,000,000. This was one of the few projected enterprises of 
the time that became a reality. A charter was granted during the same year creating 
the Greenville and Roanoke company. * 

In 1835 charters were granted to the Falm^outh and Alexandria company j with a 
capital of $600,000; to the Staunton and James River company ^ whose scheme was a 
railroad from Staunton to or near Scottsville, on James river — capital $500,000 ; and 
to the Rivanna and Valley campany^ for the construction of a road from the Rivanna 
river to such point in Rockingham or Augusta county as they might select — capital 
$300,000. The Legislature gave their assent to an act of the. Legislature of North 
Carolina providing for the construction of a railroad from Edenton, in that state, to 
intersect the Portsmouth and Roanoke railroad in Virginia. 

In 1836, the following companies were chartered; the Lynchburg and Tennessee^ 
with a capital of $2,500,000. The preamble recites that " it is represented to the gene- 
ral assembly that authority has been granted to construct a railroad from the city of 
New Orleans to Nashville in Tennessee, and that it is in contemplation to connect 
that railroad with the Richmond, Fredericksburg and Potomac railroad, so as to have 
a continued line of transportation by railroads from the Mississippi to the Poto- 
mac; and sundry citizens of this commonwealth have presented petitions to the 
general assembly, praying that an act may pass to incorporate a company for the pur- 
pose of constructing a railroad from the town of Lynchburg, by Buford's gap in the 
Blue Ridge of mountains, to some point on the Tennessee line, with the purpose of 
uniting the same with such railroad as the legislature of Tennessee may authorize 
from Nashville to the Virginia line ; and further praying that the privilege be gran- 
ted to such incorporated company, or to the James River and Kanawha company, of 
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extending a similar road from Lynchburg to the city of Richmond, so as to be con- 
nected with the Richmond, Frederi'cki^burg and Potomac railroad, which petitions 
the general assembly deem reasonable," &c., &c. This grand act of legislation was 
without immediate result, but it is interesting to know that in the course of time, and 
through other agencies, its objects have been substantially accomplished. The next 
charter granted was to the Union Potomac company ^ capital $1,000,000; the Roanoke, 
Danville and Junction company, capital |2,000,000, to biiild a road from some point 
on the Portsmouth and Roanoke road, through Danville to or near Evansham in the 
county of Wythe; the Suf oik company, capital $6,000; the Eastern Shore company, 
capital $800,000; the City Point company, capital $160,000; the Richmond and Peters- 
burg company, capital $800,000 ; the Chesterfield and Jamss River canal company, 
capital 120,000 ; the Louisa company, capital $800,000, " for the purpose of making 
a railroad from some point on the line of the Richmond, Fredericksburg and Potomac 
railroad in the neighborhood of Taylorsville, passing by or near Louisa courthouse 
to a point in the county of Orange near the eastern base of the Southwest mountains, 
and for the purpose of extending the same, should the company jdeem it advisable to 
do 80, in the direction of the Blue Ridge of mountains, or across the same to or near the 
town of Harrisonburg in the county of Rockingham." As this Louisa road was the 
germ of the great line now known as the Chesapeake and Ohio railway, this extract 
from its charter showing what were the views of its projectors is not without interest. 
The next charter granted was to the Rappahannock and Blue Ridge company, capital 
$1,000,000. They proposed to build a road from the town of Fredericksburg, through 
Orange courthouse and Charlottesville to a point on the eastern side of the Blue 
Ridge so as* to unite with the contemplated Staunton and Scottsville railroad. The 
Smithfield company were next chartered, with a capital of $25,000; then the Olen 
Leonard company, capital $50,000. 

This new and gigantic agency, provoking a new set of offences and crimes, 
called for new remedies and penalties. And so the Legislature of this year (1886) 
gave to the railroads the right to recover from any one, by suit, three times the value 
of any property wilfully injured and made it a high crime and misdemeanor for any 
one wilfully and maliciously to remove or disturb any of the constructions or fixtures, 
or place designedly and with evil intent any obstruction on the line of any rail road, 
flo as to jeopardize the safety and endanger the lives of persons traveling on them. 
The punishment for such offences was a term of from two to five years in the peni- 
tentiary, but '' if such person or persons be a slave or slaves, he, she or they shall suf- 
fer death, without the benefit of clergy." 

In 1887 the General Assembly adopted certain general regulations which wer| to 
be deemed and taken to be a part of all charters incorporating railroad companies 
« to the same effect as if the same were expressly re-enacted in reference to any such 
charter or act, except so far as such charter or act may otherwise expressly provide." 
Among these regulations was a provision that '*any partof any charter or act of 
incorporation granted agreeably to the provisions of this act shall be subject to be 
altered, amended or modified by any future Legislature, as to them shall seem proper, 
except so much thereof as prescribes the rate of compensation or tolls for transpor- 
tation : provided that the rights of property acquired under this act, or any other 
act adopting the provisions of this act, shall not be taken away or impaired by any 
future act of the Legislature." 

During this year charters were granted to the Heningsville company, capital $80,000;

the Farmville and Danville compa^iy^ capital $1,000,000; the Cartersville company y 
capital $300,000; the Petersburg Southwestern company, capital $1,000,000. 

In 1838 certain companies were relieved from the obligation to take up or put 
down passengers or freight at other places than their depots or regular stopping 
places ; and various acts were passed regulating freights, authorizing subscriptions 
by the state, or loans to be made by companies, directing surveys to be made, &c. 
The Louisa company were authorized to make a branch road to Charlottesville ; and 
the Winchester and Potomac company were allowed to transfer their road to the 
Baltimore and Ohio company, the state agreeing, in the same act, to subscribe\for the 
stock of the latter to the amount of $1,068,420. 

In 1839 charters were granted to the Powhatan company and to the Staunton and 
Charlottesville company — the former being intended for a coal road and the latter as 
an extension of the Louisa road. 

In 1840 the only charter granted for the construction of a railroad was to the Pres- 
ton railroad, lumber and mining company for the purpose of making a road around 
the falls of Cheat river. 

Nothing noteworthy was done in the years 1841, 1842, 1843 and 1844. 

In 1845 the Baltimore and Ohio railroad was allowed to be constructed through 
Virginia to Wheeling, on the Ohio river. 

In 1846 an act was passed incorporating the Richmond and Ohio railroad company^ 
with a capital of $12,000,000. They were authorized to build a railroad from the 
city of Richmond to some point on the Ohio river at or below the mouth of the 
Great Kanawha. The road was to run on the south side of the James, with the 
privilege of crossing to the north side at or above Lynchburg. The same year the 
Southern railroad company was chartered, to build a road from Petersbuig into the 
county of Nottoway — capital $300,000. Also the Amelia and Nottoway company — 
capital $300,000. 

In 1847 charters were granted to the Little Falls company ; the Alexandria and 
Harpers Ferry company; the Richmond and Pamunkey company; and the Richmond 
and Danville company — the last named with a capital of $1,500,000. 

In 1848 the Lynchburg and Tennessee company was chartered — capital $1,200,000. 
This road afterwards became the Virginia and Tennessee road, and now forms a part 
of the great Atlantic, Mississippi and Ohio line. The same year the Orange and 
Alexandria company was chartered, whose work now forms part of the Virginia Mid- 
land, that runs from the Potomac to the Dan. 

In 1849 the Norfolk and Western company was chartered, to build a road from some 
poii^t on the Seaboard and Roanoke road to the Virginia and Tennessee road at or 
near Lynchburg — capital $1,500,000; and the same year the Petersburg and Lynch' 
burg company, with a capital of $1,000,000. 

In 1850 the Louisa railroad became the Virginia Central, and an act was passed 
permitting its extension to Covington. The same year the Manassas Gap company 
was chartered, and several mining companies were authorized to construct short roads 
for their own use. 

In 1861 the Norfolk and Petersburg, the Roanoke Valley and the Alexandria and 
Fredericksburg companies were chartered. 

But it is not necessary to extend these annals. Enough has been given to show 
what were the views of the early friends of internal improvements in Virginia, and 
what were the projects thought by them to be desirable and practicable. 
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Railroads in the State. 

The total number of miles of railroad in Virginia at this time, counting main 
lines and branches, but not side tracks, is 1,954. Since the last report from this 
office, the following work has been done : 

Charlottesville and Rapidan. — Completed from Charlottesville, Virginia, north by 
east 28.2 miles to the Virginia Midland near Orange courthouse. It was built to 
give the latter road an independent line where it has heretofore used the track of the 
Chesapeake and Ohio over this part of its main line. 

Franklin and Pittsylvania. — Completed from Pittsville, Virginia (the terminus 
of the Pittsylvania railroad), westward 29 miles to l^ky Mount, the county seat 
of Franklin county, and with the Pittsylvania forming a line 37 miles long from 
the junction with the Washington City, Virginia Midland and Great Southern 
27 miles north of Danville. Gkiuge, 8 feet. 

Richmond and Alleghany. — Track was laid on the line of this road, which is gen- 
erally the tow-path of the James river canal, from Richmond, westward 59 miles 
to a point two miles beyond Columbia. On the western end track was laid 
from a junction with the Chesapeake and Ohio at Williamson (Clifton Forge) south- 
ward 80 miles to the western terminus of the canal at Buchanan, and down the canal 
4 miles. 

Shenandoah Valley. — Extended from the 1879 terminus at Riverton (42.2 miles south 
of Shepherdstown) south by west 16.5 miles to Milford, and from the Chesapeake and 
Ohio railroad at Waynesboro' north by east 37 miles to Shenandoah iron works, 
together with 3.3 miles of track not yet opened for trains, leaving a gap of about 28 
miles in the entire line of 144 miles from Hagerstown to Waynesboro'. 

Physical Condition or the Roads in Virginia. 

The physical condition of the railroads in any country must ever be a source of 
serious interest to all who travel ; for upon that physical condition depends the safety 
as well as the expedition and comfort of the traveler. If the road-bed is in proper 
order; if the ballasting is sufficient; if the rails are strong, and smooth, and sound ; 
if the ties are good and close enough together; if the joints are **all right;" if the 
alignment is exact — in a word, if the road itself is all that it should be — we have 
only to be satisfied as to the cars, the engines, the fitness of the conductors and 
engine-drivers, and the vigilance and intelligence of the train-dispatchers, the man 
at the switches, and the watchmen on their walks along the line, to be assured of a 
safety on the railroad as much removed from all casualty as, at present at least, it is 
practicable to enjoy in the locomotion of man. The roads in Virginia, in all these 
requisites, will compare favorably, I believe, with the roads of any other state in 
the Union. And, to the extent of their financial ability, they are every day making 
improvements in their physical condition, as well as for the accommodation of an 
increasing traffic and the convenience and comfort of travelers. 

In almost all the civilized lands of the earth, there is an increasing development in 
the field of railroad enterprise which gives assurance that this is, indeed, the age of 
material advancement — that the expanding intelligence of mankind is rapidly lead- 
ing, not only to new methods, but to new systems of utilization which must, and not 
far in the future either, astonish the world with an exposition of its own resources. 
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In the earlier days of railroads, one of the chief causes of delay, of annoyance from 
transfers and of all the other inconveniences arising from, absence of continuity, was 
found in the fact that the various lines of railroad were so operated, each within its own 
immediate limits and with a view to its own immediate business, that there was no unity 
of action among them, either as to the connections or co-operative regulations required 
for the accommodation of the trade as well as the facilitation of travel such as now more 
or less characterize the railroad systems of every section of this country. Heavier, and 
stronger and faster engines, and freight-cars of increased capacity as well as passen- 
ger-cars with more luxurious appointments, are constantly coming more and more 
into use on the main lines of the country. The improved freight-cars of to-day, 
with their larger axles and stronger springs, are capable of carrying much greater 
loads than it was the custom to carry a few years ago. And the " mogul "or " con- 
solidation " engine, in comparison with the engines ordinarily used ten years ago, is 
as a London draft-horse to a Chincoteague pony, in power, and as a full-blood racer 
to the commonest Conestoga, in speed. There is great improvement in the modes of 
signaling too, though there is certainly room for further improvement still. The 
numerous and often painful accidents arising from the present ordinary mode of 
coupling cars, forcibly demonstrate the necessity for the adoption of some device by 
which the person engaged in this dangerous duty may be better protected from injury. 
And the brakeman on the freight-train, running from one car to another over the 
roofs, richly deserves to be considered by inventive minds engaged in devising con- 
trivances for preventing accidents on the part of railroad employees. 

On several of the roads in Virginia, there is now a simple but valuable contriv- 
ance for warning brakemen on the tops of cars of the approach of a bridge or tun- 
nel. It consists of a beam extending across the road, above the cars, with chords 
hanging from it to give a sharp stroke to the man as the train draws near the place 
of danger; but this is not the only kind of accident in the brakeman's path of daily 
duty. If in addition, the freight-cars were provided with railings of sufficient height 
along the walk-ways on their roofs, they would certainly serve as safe-guards to life, 
especially when the tops of the cars are covered with ice, or snow, or slush. 

On the "Washington and Ohio road, there is now in use a spark-catcher or arrester 
which seems to serve its purpose well. It consists of a metallic tank set up on the 
front part of the engine, and so arranged, that a vacuum being created, the ascend- 
ing sparks fall back into it before reaching the top of the smoke-stack. 

A very satisfactory and gratifying evidence that the railroads in this state are in 
good condition, and have been operated carefully and skillfully, is furnished in the 
fact that there has been no fatal casualty to a passenger on any of them during the 
year. 

Railroads in the United States. 

The year 1880 has exhibited greater progress in railroad construction in the coun- 
try at large than any other except 1872. The number of miles built during the lat- 
ter and for each succeeding year to the present were; 

In 1872, 7,840; 1878, 8,888; 1874, 2,026; 1876, 1,661; 1876,2,460; 1877,2,316; 
1878, 2,916; 1879, 4,670; 1880, 7,160. Total for nine years, 84,210 miles. Of this 
much the larger portion was in states west of the Mississippi. As illustrating where 
the greatest activity in railroad construction has prevailed, and whither the main 
drift of development has tended, the following table from the Railroad Gazette has 
value :

Of the 7,150 miles of road constructed in 1880, 1,453 miles were of narrow-- 
guage, all except about thirteen miles being of three feet gauge. During the year 
seventy-nine miles of narrow-guage road were changed into standard guage, and 
fifty-four miles of standard guage were changed to three feet. 

The total number of miles of railroad in the United States at the beginning of the 
year was reported to be 86,497. Adding the 7,150 miles built during the year, we 
have a present total of 93,647, which is about one mile of road to every 548 of popu- 
lation. In Europe there are 3,383 of population for every mile of road. 
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The Railkoad Problem. ' 

The introduction and development of railroads has wrought a revolution in the 
world. It has necessitated many changes in the habits and avocatiotis of the people. 
It has created new and destroyed old industries. It has unsettled values, diminishing 
some and enhancing others. There is scarcely an interest that has not been aftected 
favorably or adversely by this new, tremendous, radical and all-disturbing agency. 
All revolutions must of course produce somewhere inconvenience, disquietude and dis- 
content — hence has come about in reference to railroads a wide-spread feeling that there 
is something wrong, some injustice that needs correction, some grievance that ought to 
be remedied. For the most part it has taken the form of complaint against the railroad 
management, whereas most of it is due to the existence of railroads themselves, and 
could be satisfied by no management. Out of this trouble has grown what has come 
to be known as the Railroad Problem^ the solution of which there is a growing 
demand that Congress or the state legislatures shall take in hand ; and on the part of 
these bodies there is apparently an increasing willingness to assume the undertaking. 

I will leave to others more familiar with such discussions, the consideration of the 
extent of the power conferred on Congress by the clause of the Constitution that 
gives to that body the power '' to regulate commerce among the several states. '^ The 
history of the times shows that the evil meantito be remedied was not extortionate 
charges for freight by the carriers of that day, but the variant regulations of the 
states prescribing the terms on which the products or manufactures of the different 
states or foreign countries were to be admitted into each state. It is easy to see how 
these variant regulations must have been productive of trouble, and the need there- 
fore of investing some agent with the power to establish uniform regulations. But 
these regulations were to apply to commerce — that is, to the commodities and sub- 
jects of merchandise — not to the vehicles in which that merchandise was conveyed. 
It is not to be supposed that the framers of the Constitution ever thought of Con- 
gress undertaking to fix the charges that might be made for the waggonage of goods 
from one state into or through another, and yet the railway trains of to-day are the 
lineal descendents of the waggon-trains of that day, and one will search in vain for 
any power possessed by Congress to fix rates for the former that was not meant to 
apply to the latter. But, leaving to others the discussion of the question whether 
such power exists, I have no hesitation in declaring that I should regard the under- 
taking by Congress to deal with the railroads as one of the ordinary subjects of legis- 
lation as affording occasion for the gravest apprehension. The Southern states ought 
by this time to have learned how possible it is for public measures to bear unequally 
on the different sections of country in the benefits they confer or the burdens they 
impose. Concede to Congress this power, and you have given them an opportunity 
such as they never had before for partial and discriminative legislation, tending to 
the aggrandizement of a favored section, and the enrichment of particular states, 
cities and railroad companies. 

The regulation of freight charges could be easily so managed, as, while seemingly 
fair, to operate almost exclusively to the advantage of preferred companies and local- 
ities. Think, too, of the centralizing effect of the exercise of this new and vast 
power ; of the corrupting infiuence of the control of $6,000,000,000 of property ; of 
the partizan uses to which in times of high political excitement the authority to deal 
with such a fund, and with the army of employees dependent on it, would be put, 
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and the conclusion cannot be resisted that the evils and abuses of the present system, 
whatever they may be, may be multiplied many fold, and yet borne with less injury 
to our interests, and less danger to our rights and liberties, than would flow from the 
assumption of this power by Congress, and its habitual and unrestrained exercise. 

It has been flippantly said ^' the government must manage the railroads or the rail- 
roads will manage the government." How the latter is likely to be accomplished, 
when it is remembered that the railroad companies are scattered all over the country, 
with managers of every variety of political sentiment, and with interests not only not 
in common, but sharply in conflict with each other, it is not easy to understand. But 
once consolidate them under the central government, and you have placed them in 
the best possible position, and under the greatest possible necessity, for getting the 
mastery and management of the government. 

In any fair-minded consideration of this subject the question should be asked 
whether the conduct of the railroad companies themselves has been such as to call 
for the exercise by Congress of a power more than doubtful, and capable of being 
perverted to the most pernicious ends. Is there just ground for the charge that the 
railroads have been, or for the suspicion that they will be, operated to the oppression 
and robbery of the people ? What are the facts ? What is the condition of the peo- 
ple compared with what it would be if there were no railroads ? What has been the 
experience of those who, upon the importunities of the public, invested their means 
in the construction of railroads ? Has capital so invested returned unreasonable and 
disproportionate profits to its owners — or have such investments, as a rule, proved to 
be unremunerative? Might not the same amount of money have been employed in 
any other of the ordinary channels of business with greater profit? Have not in 
fact the people whose money was not put into railroads, but into other branches of 
business, been larger beneficiaries from the investments made in railroads than 
the shareholders themselves 7 To such questions, here in Virginia, there can be but 
one answer — an answer that certainly will not convict the owners of railroad prop- 
erties of being extortioners, preying upon the substance of the people, and fattening 
upon their necessities. Nor can it be shown that elsewhere in the country, where 
patronage was more ample, and opportunities for undue exactions greater, the man- 
agers of railroads have shown a disposition to oppress and extort. On the contrary, 
it is believed that they have voluntarily made more liberal concessions in behalf of 
their patrons, in the last ten years, than the conductors of any other important 
branch of business. A reliable authority on such subjects, the Railroad Gazette, after 
giving the reductions in freight charges by certain leading lines since 1871, goes on 
to say : 

" Such a cheapening of what is really one of the principal commodities required 
by American industry is an economical revolution. There can be no doubt that to 
it very largely is due the recovery of the country from the prolonged industriHl pros- 
tration that began in 1878, and the present period of great prosperity and rapid 
development. Before 1878 settlement had evidently passed the bounds within which, 
under the then existing circumstances, agricultural production could be profitable. 
To get corn (and wheat when the foreign demand was light) from Kansas, Nebraska 
and Dakota to market, frequently cost more than it was worth. It was not that the 
railroads made extravagant profits. Every railroad in Kansas failed to pay interest 
on its bonds at some time, and most of them, with scores of others in other states^ 
became bankrupt. And if it were not that for several years the grain of the far West 
was carried for much less than a reasonable rate — a rate which would pay the cost and 
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a reasonable interest on the capital invested in the railroads — ^grain productioil for 
shipment in that part of the country could not have been continued, and millions of 
acres of plowed land would have been given up to grass again. But it is the nature 
of railroads that they must continue to work whether they return twenty per cent, 
or one-tenth of one per cent, on the capital invested in them, because that capital 
cannot be withdrawn. Virtually, the new settlers in the West enjoyed such pros- 
perity as they had, and their farms were saved from becoming valueless, at the 
expense of those whose capital was invested in the railroads that carried their pro- 
duce. That is, if the traffic had paid rates high enough to pay reasonable interest 
on the railroad investments, the. farms woifld have been valueless and the farnr.- 
owners ruined. Of course it was not for the benefit of the farmers that the rates 
were made so low ; it was because at higher rates production and traffic would have 
ceased, or been greatly reduced ; and the owners of the railroads who had expected 
seven or ten per cent, preferred one per cent., or a fraction of that rate, to nothing and 
the permanent loss of their capital. 

*' But it was not the farmers of the far West alone that were greatly aided in 1878, 
and after, at the expense of railroad owners, but nearly all industries in the country, 
in most of which the cost of transportation plays a great part. The public seems to 
have forgotten already the terrible reduction of incomes on railroad investments 
after 1878. There were at one time $800,000,000 of railroad bonds on which interest 
was not paid, to say nothing of stock. And the public all this time was getting the 
use of all this capital without paying for it. With comparatively few exceptions 
dividends were either reduced or ceased entirely, and here were other hundreds of 
millions of capital, the owners of which found their income cut off or reduced, while 
the public was having the full use of the property which it represented. Bates went 
down, down, down, and in spite of the reduction of expenses so as to make the cost 
of carriage less than has ever been known elsewhere in the world, even where iron 
costs but half and labor but a quarter as much, profits went down, too. What would 
have been the condition of the country if in these years of prostration freight rates 
in this country had been reduced no more than they were during the similar indus- 
trial depression in Europe ? that is scarcely at all, the German railroads having been 
expressly authorized to cuivance their rates just about the beginning of this period. 

" The general recovery of industry has been largely due, we say, to the great reduc- 
tion in the cost and price of transportation during the past few years, and especially 
since 1878. For the extension of agricultural settlements in Dakota, Nebraska and 
Kansas as far west as the rain-fall makes farming practicable, and to a very great 
extent the great development of grazing and mining industries still further west, in 
Montana, Wyoming, Colorado, New Mexico and Arizona, are due to the lower fright 
rates, which, of course are of transcendent importance where the transportation 
must be 1,600 to 2,600 miles. But it is largely the development of this new country, 
the supplying of its demand for clothing, fences, buildings and machinery, that has 
given the impulse to industry in the older states. 

<< But now that prosperity has come, and in this way, it is remarkable to see a move- 
ment which seems to say that railroad capitalists, to whose unwilling sacrifices the 
prosperity is largely due, shall not share in it. The industry of transportation, which, 
as we have seen, has reduced the price of its services immensely, and vastly more 
than the price of any other important and generally used commodity, and which 
since the return of prosperity has not increased its charges an average of 10 per cent. , 
while many manufactured goods, and especially those which railroads most use, have 
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advanced in price one- third or one-half— this industry, we say, is singled out as 
guilty of extortion. And this is not in the west, where there are few owners of 
railroad property, and where, too,* the cost of transportation is to most men much 
more important, but in New York city itself, the great centre of American railroad 
investments, and where a very large proportion of the people depend for part or 
most of their income on such investments, and have not had time to forget their 
suflferings from a suspension of interest or dividends after 1873." ' 

While so much may be justly said in commendation of the liberality of railroad 
managers, exercised of their own accord, and under an enlightened sense of self- 
interest, that taught them how to benefit themselves by encouraging productive indus- 
tries among the people, it cannot be denied that abuses have been and may be prac- 
ticed to an extent calling for the existence of such restraining and corrective agencies 
as the states have power to create ; and it is believed that the railroad commissions 
now existing in a number of the states, and destined soon perhaps to exist in al^l, are 
capable of exerting a very wholesome influence. Similar provisions in other coun- 
tries, especially in England, have worked well j and that the mere existence of such 
a department of the government in this state has had a good eflect is shown by the 
fact that the number of complaints reaching it has very much diminished since the 
first year of its existence. Such a tribunal, always in session, and ready to deal 
promptly with any case that may arise, and capable of understanding and adapting 
its treatment to the different conditions and circumstances of difierent companies, is 
doubtless far better than reliance upon the direct action of a legislative body in ses- 
sion for short periods, and at long intervals, or the inflexible operation of a code of 
laws that would subject to a rigid and unvarying standard of duties, privileges and 
responsibilities a number of companies to no two of which would such a code apply 
with equal justice. Such an oflice, with powers properly regulated, and judiciously 
exercised, will, it is believed, be found adequate to the protection of the public, with- 
out embarrassing the companies in their legitimate operations ; and the remedy thus 
afforded against wrong is more prompt, cheap and accessible than the redress which 
may usually be obtained from the courts of law. It is true that the Commissioner 
has no power to command, but it will doubtless be found in the future, as it has been 
in the past, that his recommendation will be heeded by the companies, and that it 
will be necessary only to call attention to matters needing correction in order to 
secure such correction, for railroad companies have a reasonable dread of being 
arraigned before Legislatures or drawn into courts. 

Views of Distinqfishbd Jurists and others. 

But in a matter so seriously involving the interests of the people, it is proper that 
they, and especially their representatives, should have the best means of forming a 
correct conclusion. For this reason, and because the question seems about to become 
one for general discussion and practical determination, I trust that it will not be con- 
sidered that I transgress the proper limitations of an oflicial report by giving the 
views on each side that have received public expression from gentlemen of high 
authority as lawyers and statesmen. 

In the Senate of the United States, December 16th, 1872, a resolution was adopted 
for the appointment of a committee of seven (afterwards increased to nine), to whom 
should be referred that part of the president's message relating to transportation 
routes. They were given permission to sit during the recess, and were afforded every 
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facility for a thorough investigation of the subject. Their report makes a volume of 
several hundred pages and embodies much valuable information. The chairman of 
the committee and the author of the report was Senator Windom, of Minnesota. 

The following, astonishing as they are, are the propositions for which he contends, 
emphasized by his own italics: 

"First. That the powers of Congress, whatever they may be, are derived directly 
from the people of the several states, and not from the states themselves. 

"Second. That prior to the adoption of the Constitution, the powers now possessed 
by the general government constituted a part of the supreme sovereignty which resi- 
ded in the people of the several states ; and that the sovereignty of the states over 
commerce was absolute, excepting only as limited by the articles of confederation. 

" Third. That whatever elements and attributes of sovereignty appertained to these 
powers when they existed in the people of the several states were transferred to the 
general government toith the powers themselves by the Constitution ; and that they 
now exist in Congress as fully and completely as they formerly did in the people of 
the states, subject only to the express limitations of the Constitution. 

"Fourth. That the grant of powers to Congress is an investment of power for the 
general advantage in the hands of agents selected for that purpose, and hence they 
are not to be construed strictly, and against the grantee, but according to the natural 
and obvious meaning of the language of the Constitution, taken in connection with 
the purposes for which they were conferred. 

" Fifth. That every important word in the clauses which confer the ^ power to reg- 
ulate commerce among the several states ' and * to make all laws which shall be neces- 
sary and proper for carrying it into execution ' has received judicial construction by 
the supreme court of the United States, and that under such construction the power 
of Congress to regulate inter-state transportation by railroads, and to aid and facili^ 
tate commerce, is clearly established. 

" Sixth. That in the exercise of its delegated powers, Congress is authorized, under 
the grant of auxiliary powers, to employ such means as are appropriate and plainly 
adapted to their execution, and is not confined to means which are indispensably 
necessary ; and that the courts will not enquire into the degree of necessity of any- 
particular means which may be adopted. 

" Seventh. In the selection of means by which inter-state commerce shall be regu- 
lated, Congress in its discretion, and under its responsibility to the people, may,^r«<, 
prescribe the rules by which the instruments^ vehicles and agents engaged in trans- 
porting commodities from one state into or through another shall be governed, 
whether such transportation is by land or water, on railroads or in steamboats. 
Second. That it may appropriate money for the construction of railways or canals 
when the same shall be necessary for the regulation of commerce. Third. That it 
may incorporate a company with authority to construct them. Fourth. That it may 
exercise the right of eminent domain within a state in order to provide for the con- 
struction of such railways or canals; or. Fifth. It may, in the exercise of the right 
of eminent domain, take for the public use, paying just compensation therefor, any 
existing railway or canal owned by private persons or corporations." 

Views of Judge Jere. S. Black. 

The New York chamber of commerce recently formulated a number of questions 
intended to elicit opinions from the leading men in various portions of the country. 
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Among those to whom their circular was sent was Hon. Jeremiah S. Black, the emi- 
nent lawyer of Pennsylvania, whose response was as follows : 

YORK, PA., NovBMBEK 16, 1880. 

Ckymmittee on Railroad Transportation of the New Yo7*k Chamber of Chmmerce : 

Gentlemen : 

You propose a movement in favor of some legal regulation which 
will compel railway companies to perform their duties to the public on proper terms. 
I will answer your questions as directly as possible, but without observing the order 
in which you put them. You desire above all things to be just. The legally vested 
rights of railway companies, like other rights of property, are sacred, and no viola- 
tion of them comes within the scope of your design. 

But on this question railroad men misunderstand their situation. They believe, or 
pretend to believe, that railways are the property of the companies authorized to run 
them, which is a cardinal error, and the parent of much false argument. A public 
highway cannot be private property, and a railroad laid out and built by the author- 
ity of the state for the purposes of commerce is as much a public highway as a turn- 
pike road, canal, or navigable river. It is the duty of the state to promote inter- 
course and trade by making highways of the best sort through her territory. To this 
end she may take land and materials, which is an exercise of the power of eminent 
domain. She can build a railway at her own expense, using the direct agency of her 
own officers, and after it is built she can make it free to all comers, or reimburse the 
cost by special tax on individuals who have occasion to use it She can delegate the 
taking and the taxing powers to a corporation or a natural person ; and that is what 
she always does when she grants a railroad charter. But in either or any case the 
road belongs to the state, and all the people have a right to use it upon compliance 
with the necessary regulations and payment of the proper tax. 

The corporations who have got into the habit of calling themselves the owners of 
the railroads have no proprietary right, title or claim to the roads themselves, but a 
mere franchise annexed to and exercisable thereon. They are the agents of the state 
for the performance of a public duty. If the franchise be forfeited or surrendered, 
or if it expire by efflux of time the state takes possession of the road and runs it 
herself or employs a new agent. The company cannot keep the road any more than 
an outgoing collector of a port can appropriate to himself the custom-house where 
he did his official work. The state having need for a public highway at a particular 
place, makes a contract with a corporation to open and put it in condition to be used, 
and by way of reimbursing the builders and operators, she authorises a tax upon 
those who travel or carry merchandise over it. But this tax must be reason- 
able, just, uniform, prescribed and fixed, so that every citizen may know beforehand 
exactly how much he must pay, and so that when he pays or tenders the proper 
amount he will acquire an absolute and perfect right "to the use of the road." The 
amount of the tax, toll or freight in any case is not a subject of bargain between the 
shipper and the corporation, but a thing to be settled, fixed and prescribed by public 
authority. 

If the company may charge what it pleases, then the road is not a public highway ; 
the public has no rights in it at all, and the charter which authorizes the taking of land 
to build it is unconstitutional and void. These principles were stated by Judge 
Baldwin in Bonaparte V8» the Camden and Amboy Railroad Company, (1 Bald. Rep. 
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162). You will find a more extended discussion of them by the supreme court of 
Pennsylvania in Casey vs, the Erie and Northeast Railroad Company, (2 Casey's 
Rep. 287). I do not think they are opposed by any high authority, but no doubt 
they have often been overlooked in judicial decisions and forensic arguments. The 
railroads being public property, in which all the people have equal rights, and the 
companies that run them being public agents, it is absurd to say that the state has no 
right to regulate and control them in the performance of their functions by such laws 
as will prevent partiality, plunder and extortion. This is a power of which no free 
state can disarm itself by any act of its judicial, legislative or executive officers. 
They could as lawfully sell the state out and out, and deliver up the entire popula- 
tion to sack and pillage. But are not the franchises property in which the company 
has a vested right ? Yes. The privilege of taking a certain fixed, prescribed, uniform, 
reasonable rate of toll from all persons alike according to the use they make of the 
road is a power that the state may bestow upon any person, natural or artificial. But 
no lawful franchise to take toll on a public highway can exceed those limits. A 
charter that goes beyond this is void. Those companies will oppose any effort to 
bring them down to a reasonable rate with the argument' that such reduction is a 
violation of the contract between them and the state. But on the principle laid 
down by Judge Baldwin in the case above mentioned, a charter is inoperative 
which authorizes a maximum of toll or fare so high that the company is able 
without exceeding it to exclude the people from using their own road. In the 
Granger cases from Iowa and Wisconsin the bargain was that the companies might 
fix their own rates. But the supreme court of the United States held that a subse- 
quent law to restrain them within reasonable limits was no violation of the original 
contract. This principle applies to a company whose maximum rate is unreasonably 
high because such a rate is practically the same thing as no limitation at all. The 
conclusion that all the railroad corporations in the country may be constitutionally 
restrained to reasonable and just charges is not merely drawn from the fact that rail- 
roads are public highways. 

If they owned the corpus of the road and used it in the business of a common car- 
rier they might be compelled to behave themselves Justly to all their customers and 
submit to any regulation for the public good. The unanswerable opinion of Chief 
Justice "Waite in Munn vs. Illinois (Otto 4, p. 118) settles that. The reasonableness 
of the freight tolls or taxes that may be charged upon any railway will depend on 
the expenses of running and repairing it and on the cost of construction. The latter 
will, of course, be the principal element in the calculation, for the tolls ought to be 
high enough to give the corporation a fair profit on the capital they have actually 
invested. But many of these corporations have issued large amounts of stock and 
mortgage bonds for which the holders have paid nothing, or so much less than their 
nominal value. Another way of enlarging their apparent dimensions is to water 
their stock under the pretence of increasing their capital, while in fact the additional 
shares are divided among themselves without putting a new dollar into the business. 
Of course nobody thinks that the real cost of the road is to be measured by the noha- 
inal amount of these bonds and shares. It is easy for a competent engineer to tell 
how much any road ought to cost, supposing the work to be honestly done and lib- 
erally paid for. That being ascertained, you have the true basis of a calculation 
which will show how much the tolls ought to be. Most of our western roads were 
built with the proceeds of public lands granted mediately or immediately by the 
United States to the several companies which now have them in charge. They did 
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not really cost the stockholders anything, and in some cases they got lands worth a 
great deal more than all expenses of making, stocking and running the roads. The 
two companies between Omaha and San Francisco raised in cash out of government 
bonds, lands, and mortgages of their franchises four or five times as much as they 
necessarily expended upon the roads. The stockholders, without paying anything, 
put the enormous surplus into their pockets. These roads, thus built at the public 
expense and in some cases paid for by the public five times over, are now claimed as 
the private property of the companies, and the right of the public to use them as 
highways is utterly denied ; nevertheless I think the claim of these companies to 
take reasonable tolls stands upon the same foundation as that of companies whose 
roads were built by the stockholders themselves at their own proper expense. The 
grant of lands invested the grantees with a title which could not be revoked if the 
conditions of it were performed. If they sold or mortgaged the lands and invested 
the proceeds in the construction of a railroad under a charter from a state or general 
government which authorizes them to take a fair profit in the shape of tolls, they 
have as good a right to the tolls as if the capital to build the road had been raised 
by themselves j that is td say, those compailies which built the railroads with capital 
donated by the public have the same right as other companies to charge a reasonable 
toll ; but their demand of excessive tolls, though not worse in law, seems in the eye 
of natural reason a greater outrage. 

If railroad corporations have the unlimited power which they claim — then all busi- 
ness is at their mercy — agriculture, commerce, manufactures, must suffer what they 
choose to infiict. They may rob labor of the bread it wins and deprive all enter- 
prise of its just reward. Though the power does not belong to them legally they 
have been permitted to usurp it, and I need not tell you that they have grossly abused 
it. They avow that they make their exactions with an eye single to their own advan- 
tage, without considering any right or interest of the public. They boldly express 
their determination to charge as much as the traffic will bear j that is to say, they 
'will take from the profits of every man's business as much as can be taken without 
compelling him to quit it. In the aggregate this amounts to the most enormous, 
oppressive and unjust tax that ever was laid upon the industry of any people under the 
«un. The irregularity with which this tax is laid makes it still harder to bear. Men 
^o into a business which may thrive at present rates and will find themselves crushed 
by burdens unexpectedly thrown upon them after they get started. It is the habit of 
the railroad companies to change their rates of transportation often and suddenly and 
in particular to make the charges ruinously high without apy notice at all. The 
farmers of the great West have made a large crop of grain which they may sell at 
fair prices if they can have it carried to the Eastern ports, even at the unreasonably 
high freights of last summer. But just now it is said that the railway companies 
have agreed among themselves to raise the freight five cents per hundred weight, 
which is equal to an export tax upon the whole crop of probably $76,000,000. The 
farmers must submit to this highway robbery or else keep the products of their land 
to rot on their hands. They submit, of course, as all other classes of industrious 
people submit to similar impositions. Common justice imperatively requires that 
freights be fixed, settled and prescribed by law, and that they be not changed at the 
mere will of the railroad companies. But the discriminations which make the rates 
unequal are the most odious feature. A grain dealer at Baltimore gets a reduction 
or drawback which is denied to others, and he makes a fortune for himself while he 
ruins his competitors by underselling them. A single mill at Rochester can stop the 
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wheels'of all the rest if its flour be carried at a rate much lower. By discrimiDations 
of this kind the profits of one coal mine may be quadrupled, while another, with all 
its fixtures and machinery, is rendered worthless. Such wrongs as these are done 
not only in a few sporadic cases, but generally and habitually on a very large scale. 
Certain oil men, whose refinery was on Long Island, got rebates amounting to $10,- 
000,000 in eighteen months, and seventy-nine houses (I believe that is the number) 
engaged in the same business were broken up. The creditors of the Reading railroad 
having coal lands of their own, made discriminations between themselves and others 
which drove all competition out of the field, gave them the monopoly of the Phila- 
delphia market and enabled them to charge for their coals as they charge for their 
freights — whatever they pleased. Thus producers, dealers and consumers all suffer 
together. "Worse still than that, the prosperity of large communities is blighted by 
the refusal of railroads to carry the products of their farms, gardens and shops, unless 
they submit to the payment of rates much larger than what are charged on similar 
goods from other regions much further away from the common market. The case 
you mention of four dollars Irom New York to Salt Lake and only $2.50 to San 
Francisco is, perhaps, not the most unrighteous, but it is as gross a violation of legal 
principle as can be conceived. 

If the railways belong to the people then the rights of all citizens are precisely 
equal and all discriminations are unlawful. Without reference to the public right 
of property they are so shamefully imperious in their general effect and in their par- 
ticular consequences that no well governed state will endure them. These railroad 
and transportation companies connect themselves with everything. The promotion 
of commerce (internal and foreign), the interests of buyer and seller, the rights of 
producer and consumer, the needs of the poor and the prosperity of the rich — all 
cry aloud for some system of management which will compel them to do the duties 
they owe to the public faithfully at rates reasonable, fixed, uniform and equal, with- 
out extortion, without wanton changes, without discrimination. The laws necessary 
for this purpose are not difficult to frame. If you will look at the Constitution of 
Pennsylvania as amended in 1873 you will find in the seventeenth section a series of 
provisions which, if carried out and enforced, would be amply sufficient. But the 
railroad men and their advocates have managed to impress the Legislature with the 
idea that they are above the Constitution. They assert that every restriction imposed 
upon them in the interests of justice, equality and fair dealing is a violation of the 
contract embodied in their charters. All this is no doubt very false doctrine, but 
they contrive in some way (I really do not know how) to make the state authorities 
accept it as true. I maintain that all the states have a clear and indefeasible right 
to protect their people against such wrongs and to exercise the power as a sacred 
duty. When that duty is properly performed the internal trade of each state will 
cease to be enslaved and crippled as it is now. But the commerce between the states 
will still be open to inequalities and liable to oppression and blunder by transporta- 
tion companies unless the National Legislature does something to save it. Congi;^s 
has power **to regulate commerce between the states." Is it not strictly within the 
scope of that authority when it makes a law forbidding carriers through the state to 
injure, impede or destroy the general trade of the country by extravagant and dis- 
criminating charges? If that be not a regulation of inter-state commerce, what 
would be? The power being conceded, an effectual mode of righting the wrongs 
now complained of can easily be devised. Doutlees you are right in the belief that 
public opinion will be in favor of your movements. Reflecting men cannot deny its 
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justice. But the influence of these great corporations can hardly be calculated. 
They have methods of defence and offence which make them almost invincible. You 
have referred to portions of their history which proved this. Some of the state gov- 
ernments are literally subjugated by them now. It will require a strong organiza- 
tion and much labor to reduce them. Undisciplined militia in the open field make a 
poor fight against regulars intrenched. What are cornstalks against cannon? Such 
is truth against money. You ask what I think of regulating these affairs by the 
agency of commissioners. In England I believe that plan has been a complete suc- 
cess; in California I understand it is a dead failure. 

This paper is much longer than I intended to make it, and as an answer to your 
questions it is leas categorical than it ought to be. But you must take it as it is, and 
believe me your obedient servant,

The Other Side — Views op Hon. George Ticknor Cfrtis. 

Hon. George Ticknor Curtis, of New York, not less able and distinguished as a 
lawyer than Judge Black, takes issue with the latter in the following letter : 

NEW YORK, December 10, 1880. 
My Dear Mr. Jewett: 

You ask me if I concur in the legal positions of Judge Black, assumed in his 
letter of November 16th to the Chamber of Commerce, respecting the relations of 
railroads to the states which have chartered them, or to the United States. I cer- 
tainly do not. 

I understand my learned friend, for whom I have great personal regard, to main- 
tain that the railroads are public highways, the property of the people, in the same 
sense and to the same extent as a turnpike or u common road, built at the public 
expense and operated by public agents, is a public highway and public property. I 
understand him to have asserted this over and over again, in a variety of forms, 
and that it is the chief foundation of his argument in favor of legislative control 
over the contracts for transportation which the railroads make with their customers. 
He denies that the corporations have any ownership in their own property, or any 
proprietary right, title, or claim to the roads themselves ; and he asserts that they 
have nothing "but a mere franchise annexed to and exercisable thereon," which 
must mean, according to his doctrine, the franchise of being public agents for the 
management of public property. He leaves to the corporations' nothing else. He 
treats them as agents of the state for the performance of a public duty. All that he 
concedes to these public agents is the right to levy what he calls a " tax " upon those 
who travel or send merchandise over the road. He even goes so far as to assert that 
when the franchise expires, the state takes possession of the road and runs it herself 
or employs a new agent ; which I understand to mean that not only the land, but the 
rails and rolling stock, and all other property which the corporators have from 
their private means placed and used upon that land, having been all the while 
public property, continue to be public property, in the hands of the state, or 
in the hands of new agents of the state. The company, says Judge Black, can- 
not keep "the road" any more than an outgoing collector of a port can appro- 
priate to himself the custom-house where he did his official work. This must mean, 
if it means what is the logical consequence of Judge Black's assertion, that the 
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railroads are public property without a shred of private ownership — that everything, 
land, rails, rolling stock, tools, etc., etc., purchased by private funds, are all along 
public property, and that they remain public property when the " franchise" or cor- 
porate right to be the agents of that public property expires. That a state, in the 
exercise of its power of eminent domain, may take or authorize others to take the 
property of a corporation, for public use, paying a reasonable compensation therefor, 
I have always understood ; for corporations and their franchises stand in this respect 
precisely on a footing with individuals. But it is a new doctrine to me, that prop- 
erty, purchased with the private funds of a coporation, becomes public property, 
because that corporation is a common carrier, or because the state has, for reasons 
of public benefit, authorized the corporation to acquire lands, by an exercise of the 
power of eminent domain, paying therefor a just compensation. The fundamental 
question is, whether the judge's assertion that railroads are public highways, and that 
the property in them is public property, is true. Judge Black is always logical ; and 
if his premises are sound, I should assent to his inferences in regard to the right of 
the state to control the use of its own property. But I deny his premises, and con- 
sequently I reject his conclusions. 

I remember — for I am old enough to have witnessed the origin and growth of the 
whole railroad system of this country, being already a student at law before any 
railroad had been put into operation in America — that the ideas of the first projec- 
tors of the railroads in New England, and of the public, as to the use that would be 
made of them, were exceedingly crude. The earliest charters granted in Massachu- 
setts contain traces of an expectation that the company would lay down the rails, and 
that the public would somehow drive their own carriages over them. In this imper- 
fect conception of what was to be done, the railroad, it was supposed, would be ope- 
rated like a chartered turnpike, the proprietors having the right to take tolls of those 
who should drive their own carriages over the road. It was not until a little later 
period, after the English example was better known, that it was seen here, that a 
railroad could not be worked like a chartered turnpike, or like a public highway; 
that it would be impracticable to admit the individuals to pass over the rails ; that 
the company which built the road must operate it ; and that individuals of the pub- 
lic must stand in the same relation to this new species of common carrier, that they 
occupy in regard to all common carriers, and must make contracts for the transpor- 
tation of their persons or property, by a carrier who would own the vehicle and the 
propelling power, as well as the road over which the vehicle was to pass. The sup- 
posed analogy, therefore, between the railroad and the chartered turnpike, over which 
any one could drive his own vehicle on payment of the authorized toll, or between 
the railroad and the public highway, built and maintained at the public expense — ^an 
analogy which misled some of the earliest projectors of railroads — entirely disap- 
peared. Railroads became chartered companies, incorporated with power to acquire 
and hold property paid for by the private funds of the incorporators, and to be used 
by them in the same manner, and subject to the same and no other control of the 
state, as other common carriers of persons or property use their means of transpor- 
tation, and are under the police authority of the state, in respect to the care for life 
and property which they exercise. 

The idea that there is anything in the situation of a chartered railroad, built and 
operated by private means, which makes it public property, or state property, and 
makes the coporation a public agent, finds no support in that great decision of the 
supreme court of the United States, which first established the doctrine that private 
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funds, raised and contributed to endow an incorporated institution, do not <tbecome 
public property, for the reason that the institution is open to the use of all who wish 
to enjoy its benefits. In the Dartmouth college case, 'two great doctrines of consti- 
tutional law were settled on foundations that have not yet been disturbed : first, that 
a grant of a charter of incorporation is a contract between the sovereign power and 
the grantee, all of whose obligations are under the protection of that clause of our 
Federal Constitution which prohibits the passage by the state of any law that impairs 
them ; from which it follows that if a state legislature has once granted to a railroad 
corporation a power to make its own contracts, without any reservation of a right to 
control the exercise of that power, it cannot subsequently control or resume it. Sec- 
ondly, it was settled in the Dartmouth college case, that private property remains 
private property, although held by a corporation, and held by the terms of the charter 
for the use of any individual of the public who may desire to enjoy its benefits, com- 
plying with the conditions on which its use is off'ered. The government of New 
Hampshire had just as good ground for claiming that Dartmouth college was the 
property of the state, as my learned friend has for claiming that the railroads are the 
property of the states which have chartered them. The court said that there was not 
a single consideration that had ever proceeded from the state and made up any part 
of the property of that institution ; that it was a controlling fact that the funds were 
private funds ; and that the fact that it was an institution of learning, in the pro- 
motion of which the state had an interest, did not change its property into public 
property or make it an agent of the state. Nor is there anything in the charter of 
a railroad, to which the state has given no funds, which makes its property public 
property, or makes the corporation a public agent managing public property for the 
etate, for the reason that from public motives the state has authorized the corporation 
to acquire lands by the exercise of the power of eminent domain, on payment of a 
just compensation, or because the road was chartered that public convenience might 
be promoted by its existence. And even if the state becomes a stockholder in a rail- 
road corporation, or lends its credit by a guarantee of bonds on which private per- 
sons lend their money, my learned friend is well aware that the relationship between 
the state and the corporation is like that of every other stockholder and every holder 
of a lien upon the property of the corporation. A lien is not a title in fee. That 
remains in the corporation, until the title is changed by the assertion of the lien in 
the manner provided in the contract. 

I have always believed, and I think it must be apparent', that foreign capital has 
freely flowed into this country and been invested in our railroads to enormous 
amounts, because it was known and continues to be known everywhere, that our 
states cannot, and that the United States will not, pass any law impairing the obliga- 
tion of a contract, and that a charter of incorporation is a contract. Every Ameri- 
can lawyer who has had occasion to advise foreign capitalists in respect to such 
investments, knows that his first enquiry has always been directed to the charter, to 
see if the Legislature which granted it had reserved an authority to legislate on the 
terms on which the company shall do business with its customers ; and he knows that 
unless he has found such a reservation, he has uniformly declared that the power 
cannot be exercised by a subsequent law. It is altogether incorrect and illogical, in 
my judgment, to say that there is anything in the general relation of the rail- 
road to the public which will insert by implication into the body of a public con- 
tract a provision which is not there. If the corporation is by its charter authorized 
to make its contracts, and there is no fair interpretation which will show a reserved 
4 
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power in the state to interfere with them, it can be nothing but an impairment of the 
obligation of the charter for the state to undertake to dictate what contracts the cor* 
poration shall make. Besides, I do not conceive it to be a general legislative func- 
tion to prescribe the terms on which one person, natural or artificial, shall sell mer- 
chandise or services to another ; and unless the charters of corporations contain some 
notice that the state will make its contracts as the state thinks they ought to be made, 
I know of no ground on which its contracts are more properly a subject of state 
interference than the contracts of private individuals. It is certain that such a 
power, if it can be exercised at all, is without any limit; the state, if it can reduce 
freights by a single penny or fraction of a penny below the rates charged by the 
road, may reduce them so low that the company can receive no interest on its invest- 
ment, and it may be compelled to continue a business that can only end in bankruptcy. 

I am tolerably familiar with the late decisions of the supreme court of the United 
States ; but we have not yet reached a condition of the declared law, which will 
sanction an interference by the state, with the contracts made by their railroads with 
customers, unless in the charters themselves, or in the condition of the fundamental 
law under which they were granted and accepted, there was a reserved power of revi- 
sion and alteration. On the contrary, no case has yet been adjudicated in which 
there was not found by the court to have been a reserved power, which prevented 
the original grant of the charter from being a contract between the state and the 
corporation, granting to the latter an unqualified authority to make its own con- 
tracts for transportation according to its own judgment of its business interests. 
Only three years since, Mr. Justice Swayne, delivering the opinion of the court in 
Shields vs, Ohio (6 Otto, 826), said, " Beyond the sphere of the reserved powers, the 
vested rights of property .of corporations, in such cases, are surrounded by the same 
sanctions and are as inviolable as in other cases; " and he cites decisions of eminent 
state courts in support of this principle. 1 read with great astonishment the follow- 
ing statement in Judge Black's letter: "In the Granger cases from Iowa and Wis- 
consin, the bargain was that the companies might fix their own rates. But the 
supreme court of the United States held that a subsequent law to restrain them 
within reasonable limits was no violation of the original contract. This principle 
applies to a company whose maximum rate is unreasonably high, because such a rate 
is practically the same thing as no limitation at all." A cursory reader would infer 
from this that notwithstanding a state has by the charter of a railroad made a bar- 
gain with the company that it shall fix its own rates, it is yet no violation of the 
contract for the state afterwards to interfere and declare the company's maximum 
rate unreasonably high Considering what our constitutional law is on the subject 
of legislative contracts, this is a contradiction in terms. 

There is no case which sanctions such an interference, unless the state has reserved 
in the charter, or in the fundamental law under which it was granted, a power to 
substitute its own judgment of what is reasonable in the place of the judgment of the 
company. In 1876, Mr. Chief Justice Waite said, referring to the Granger cases, 
" we decided that the state may limit the amount of charges by railroad companies 
for fares and freights, unless restrained by some contrcuit in their charter, ^^ The Legis- 
lature could not be so restrained by the charter, if by its constitution, as was the case 
in "Wisconsin, all corporations are liable to have their charters altered or repealed at 
the will of the Legislature. Whenever there is no such constitutional provision, and 
the reservation is not made in the charter itself, the charter stands as an inviolable 
and unalterable compact between the state and the corporation. I think, therefore, 
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that my learned friend should have made clear the discriminations which the court 
has made, and that he should not have involved "all the railroad corporations in the 
country '' in the sweeping statement that the Legislatures which chartered them can 
pronounce their maximum rates, or any of their rates, " unreasonably high.'* They 
are not yet included in the principle of the decision in Munn vs, Illinois, (4 Otto), 
which related only to unincorporated warehouses for the storage of grain, and not 
to incorporated railroads holding a contract fk'om the state, which authorizes them 
to fix their own rates of charge. In the Iowa case, relating to the Chicago B. and 
Quincy railroad (4 Otto), Mr. Chief Justice Waite expressly declared that railroads 
were subject to legislative control as to their rates of fare and freight, unless pro^ 
tected by their charter. 

It may be reasonable enough to hold that a state Legislature cannot grant away 
any of the powers that are reserved in its Constitution, and therefore that it cannot 
make a valid contract with a corporation which will prevent the state from exercis- 
ing such reserved powers. But now it would seem that we are to hkve an onslaught 
upon all the railroad corporations in the country, upon the ground that they are 
merely public agents administering public property ; that their roads are public high* 
ways, and that the corporations have nothing but the franchise of being agents for 
the people, who are the real owners. Why wait then until the expiration of the 
charters? If the corporations are mere public agents, managing public property , 
why not turn them out of the office and substitute other managers? It would be as 
easy as it is to remove one collector from a custom house and to put in another ; the 
only thing which stands in the way is the Dartmouth College case, and that I appre- 
hend will continue to stand there for some time to come. At all events, I do not see 
that the supreme court of the present day has yet overthrown that great bulwark of 
chartered rights ; nor, until they have overthrown it, do I see how a railroad, built 
from private funds on the faith of a charter, is to be converted into property belong- 
ing to the people, unless they take it and pay for it under their power of eminent 
domain. There is no possible process of " highway robbery " by which they can get 
hold of it. They may destroy its capacity to pay dividends, but when they have 
made it insolvent, the poor remnants must be distributed to its lawful owners, or to 
their creditors. 

There is one proposition in Judge Black's letter which, it may be safely predicted, 
will not be established. It is, if I understand him, that a state charter which author- 
izes a corporation to take land for a railroad would be unconstitutional and void, if 
it leaves the company to fix its own charges for the use of the road. His language 
is, " If the company may charge what it pleases, then the road is not a public high- 
way ; the public has no rights in it at all, and the charter which authorizes the taking 
of land to build it is unconstitutional and void." I wonder what sort of a state 
Constitution it would be under which this amazing proposition could be true. It 
would have to be a Constitution which, in granting to the Legislature authority to 
exercise and delegate the power which is called the eminent domain, would impose 
as a special restriction and limitation that the power shall never be exercised in favor 
of any grantee of the power, unless that grantee stipulates that the Legislature may 
limit the charges which he is to make for the use of the land that he is authorized to 
take. As a matter of bargain and contract, the grantee may make such a stipula- 
tion, and the Legislature may see fit to require it. But unless the state Constitution 
expressly commands the Legislature to require that stipulation, a charter which does 
not require it is a perfectly valid grant of the right to take land, because it is in per- 
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feet consistency with the authority which is exercised and allowed to he exercised by 
the Legislature. In most of our state Constitutions there is no express delegation of 
the power of eminent domain to the Legislature. There is a restraining clause which 
prohibits the taking of private property for public use, without just compensation. 
But subject to this prohibition, the Legislature is presumed to hold and exercise for 
the state the state's power to take land for public use, and to hold the whole of it. 
It may annex such conditions as it pleases, besides requiring payment, and it may 
annex none other, so long as it requires that. In either case, its grant or delegation 
of the power to a corporation is a valid grant. Perhaps my very acute .and able 
friend would say that it is not a taking for public use, unless the grantee of the 
power is made to agree that the state shall regulate the charges for the use of the 
land taken. But the practice of our states, and the whole current of our judicial 
decisions, establish the principle that it is for the Legislature to determine what is a 
public use, and that the consideration which the state receives for granting authority 
to take the land is to be found, and found only, in the public benefit which will flow 
from the use which the corporation proposes to make of it. Whether the state shall 
or shall not impose as a condition that the corporation shall charge only so much for 
the privilege of traveling on its road, has nothing to do with the question of public 
use. That is determined when the right to take the land is granted; and the grant 
is equally good, whether the corporation is left free to make its own charges or is put 
under a restriction. 

I do not observe that Judge Black has pointed out any satisfactory mode in which 
Congress is to legislate upon the rates charged by railroads doing an inter-state 
business. My own view of the power of Congress to regulate commerce between 
the several states would not lead me to the opinion that such legislation would be a . 
regulation of commerce, such as I suppose to be included in that power. I am not 
yet prepared to admit that that power includes a legislative authority to prescribe 
what may be charged for carrying a bale of merchandise from New York to Chicago, 
or what may be charged for bringing a bushel of wheat from Chicago to New York. 
It is not easy to define all that the commercial power of Congress embraces, but it is 
not difi&cult in some oases to see what it does not embrace. If I sell a bill of exchange 
on San Francisco, the transaction is certainly a transaction of inter-state commerce; 
but I do not know that it follows as a necessary consequence that Congress can pre- 
scribe what I may charge the purchaser of the bill, as a compensation for doing the 
business of placing his funds in San Francisco. All that I can say now is, if I were 
a manager of a railroad which makes contracts for the carraige of merchandise from 
one state into another, that I should wish, before I assented to have my contracts 
regulated by Congress, to be better assured than I am at present, that Congress has 
power to regulate them. The best general description of the commercial power of 
Congress, that I have met with in recent times, is that given by Mr. Justice Field, 
in delivering the unanimous opinion of the court in Railroad Company v8. Rich- 
mond, 19 Wallace, 689. *• The power to regulate commerce among the several states, 
was vested in Congress in order to secure equality and freedom, in commercial inter- 
course, against discriminating state legislation / it was never intended that the power 
should be exercised so as to interfere with private contracts not designed at the time 
they were made to create impediments to such intercourse." That is to say, if a 
state were to confer on one of its railroad companies an exclusive right to carry 
merchandise through the state for delivery in another state, the law would undoubt- 
edly be declared void, because it would be an obstruction to the freedom of such 
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commerce. But if a state leaves all the carriers of such commerce within and through 
her limits free to engage in that business, upon just such terms as they think they 
can afford, I know not how it can be claimed that the contracts create any impedi- 
ment to the freedom of inter-state commercial intercourse. What one carrier charges 
another may see fit not to charge ; and if an agreement is made among all the car- 
riers to make the same charges, or to divide their earnings, I see not how such 
arrangements can be obnoxious to the complaint, that they impede the freedom of 
inter-state intercourse, unless we go the length of saying that to charge anything for 
such service is such an impediment. The expediency Or the commercial effect of a 
conventional rate, agreed upon between all the carriers, is a business question, which 
I am not competent to discuss. But in a legal point of view, it is impossible, in my 
opinion, to maintain that it is an impediment to the freedom of commercial inter- 
course among the several states. Judge Black maintains that the rates must be reas- 
onable and just. But as he rests the legislative power to determine what is reason- 
able and just upon the position that the railroads are public highways and 
public property, he assumes as a basis of the legislative power a foundation that 
should be established by something more than assertion. And here it may be 
observed, that if the railroads chartered by a state are public highways and public 
property, they are public highways and public property of the state which chartered 
them and within whose limits they exist. How then is Congress to legislate on the 
use of the public property of a state? Does the fact that a railroad, chartered by a 
state, carries merchandise from or through that state into another, make it also pub- 
lic property of the United States ? And if, in order to get a legislative power to fix 
the rates for the carriage of merchandise, it is necessary to consider the railroad as a 
public highway and public property, must it not be regarded as belonging to the 
United States, in order that the legislative power of the United States may find a 
basis for its action of the same nature as that on which is rested the legislative power, 
of the state ? The power of the state to regulate its domestic commerce is as exten- 
sive as the power of Congress to regulate inter-state commerce. What one may do, 
in its own sphere, the other may do in its sphere. Neither of them, in my opinion, 
can find any foundation in the assertion that railroads are public highways and pub- 
lic property, in the sense of dictating the terms on which they may be used, or of 
prescribing the contracts which may be made with customers. Nor is the case helped 
by changing the ground, and treating the railroads as common carriers j for in that 
capacity the whole question turns upon their chartered rights. If their charters 
bestow on them the right to make their own contracts of affreightment, and there is 
no reserved power of revision or alteration of their charters held by the state, 
then they are a species of common carriers exempt from legislative regulation of 
their charges, just as effectually as they are from the general taxing power of the 
state, when the state has made a contract with them that their property shall not be 
taxed only in a certain mode. 

I have no observations to make upon that part of Judge Black's letter which 
relates to the western roads that have been built in whole or in part out of the pro- 
ceeds of public lands of the United States, or by the aid of the credit of the govern- 
ment. The relations of those roads to the United States are peculiar. How far the 
government is a proprietor in those roads ; what it may do as the sovereign granting 
the charter, as well as in the capacity of a proprietor ; what it has reserved the right 
to do or to require ; what it may do as the power governing the territories through 
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which any of those roads run ; — these and many other questions make those corpora- 
tions a distinct class by themselves, and whatever may be true of them can afford 
very little aid in determining the right of the state or of the United States to inter- 
fere in the private contracts of corporations chartered by a state and built from pri- 
vate funds. 

This whole subject of the relations of such corporations to the states or the United 
States is one that demands far more space for its full discussion than I have been able 
to give to it in this letter. But I believe 1 have said enough to make clear the 
grounds of my entire dissent from the views of my distinguished friend, to whose 
letter you called my attention,

Mr. Charles Francis Adams, Jr., who has devoted his fine abilities to the study of 
the railroad question for a number of years, says in his work on the subject: 

*' In one of the early parliamentary debates on the subject of railroads, the Duke 
of Wellington is reported to have said, that in dealing with them it was above all 
else necessary to bear in mind the analogy of the King's highway. The remark was 
certainly characteristic, both of the individual and of the race. 

" Without any careful analysis to find out whether it was real or apparent only, 
the analogy was accepted, and upon it was based that whole elaborate system of leg- 
islation through and in spite of which, both in Great Britain and America, the rail- 
road system grew up, and in the meshes of which it is now struggling. In fact the 
analogy was essentially a false one. In no respect did the railway in reality resemble 
the highway, any more than the corporation which owned and operated it resembled 
the common carrier. The new system was not amenable to the same natural laws 
that regulated and controlled the operations of the old one, and the more the prin- 
ciples and rules of law which had grown out of the old system were applied to it, the 
worse the result became. The acme of the ludicrous in this respect was, however, 
reached, not in England, but in America. In England, the truth dawned in time 
on the minds of those upon whom the work of legislation devolved. After more 
than forty years of blundering, it was there at last realized, in 1872, that the rail- 
road thing sui generis — a vast and intricate formative influence, as well as a material 
power, the growth of which was to be curiously watched, in the expectation that in 
due time it would develope some phase, which again would call forth a correspond- 
ing development in the machinery of government, through which its political and 
economical relations with the community w<^uld be finally established on some 
rational and permanent basis. Meanwhile, at the very time this result was reached 
in Great Britain, and the railroad problem consequently ceased to be a subject for 
active discussion, America was clinging more desperately than ever to that false 
analogy, which had thus been finally abandoned in the place where it originated. 
Since 1872, even more than before that time, American legislation has been Inspired 
by the theory that the railroad corporation is nothing but an overgrown common- 
carrier, who has in some way got the monopoly of a highway, and, being crazed by 
sudden and ill-gotten gains, has forgotten his proper place in life, of which he must 
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forthwith be reminded by an exercise of political power. The old analogy suggested 
by the Duke of Wellington, as mischievous as it is false, still maintains a strong hold 
on the legislative mind and belittles a great question.''

April 24, ISSO.—Patrick Henry, severely injured while trying to board train while in motion, at 
Danville. 

May 24, 1880.--Belle Isle. George Thaxton (colored), material train hand. Slightly injured in 
jumping off pilot of engine while in motion. ^ 

October 3, 1879.— Near 108th mile-post. Solomon Fields (colored). Asleep or drunk on track at 
night, run over and killed. 

December 4, 1879.— Alpheus Green (colored boy), asleep on track in such position to deceive engi- 
neer at a distance— discovered too late t« enable train to be stopped. Received injuries from which 
he died the following morning. 

December 18, 1879.— Near Danville. Louis Raney (colored), drunk on track. Not seen by engi- 
neer or fireman. Arm broken. 

October 20, 1879.— 143d mile-post. Mary Love (colored), walking on track. Did not obey alarm 
whistle. Engineer made attempt to stop train, but failed to do so in time, train being on down 
grade.

NOTES OF EXPLANATION. 



October 15, 1879.— Train 61, at Cameron switch, struck and injured D. O'Leary, night watchman, 
so badly, that he died in a few minutes alter. He was asleep on track. Supposed to have been 
drunk. 

October 19, 1879.— Yard engine, at Danville, ran over and killed a white boy named Marcus Lane, 
who was stealing a ride on rear of tender and fell off. 

October 20, 1879.— Train 51, at Rappahannock, killed a colored man named Jack Baker, who was 
attempting to get off or on train— not known which. He had not been seen by train men before. 
Agent states it ib thought he was drunk. 

November 7, 1879.— Train 58, half-mile north of Rapidan. Part of train ran off track, injuring 
Conductor Widdifield in hips and Brakeman Travers in head. 

January 14, 1880.— Train 11, Pope's Head bridge. No. 5. Brakeman Ficklin struck by bridge, cut- 
ting his head severely. 

January 23, 1880.— Material train No. 1, at Cove Creek bridge. Train thrown from track, part of it 
going over embankment, killing Conductor Jas. A. Williamson and a colored laborer named Richard 
Randolph; injuring Assistant Road-master H. D. Luckett in shoulders and body, and injuring the 
following colored laborers : J. Mitchell (leg amputated), E. Bailey, W. Johnson, C. Fox, Jojin Wil- 
son, C. Anderson, E. Johnson, John Green, A. HoUiday, and H. Mitchell (slight injuries about body). 

May 18, 1880.— Train 57, at Franklin Junction. Brakeman M. Sexton, while coupling cars, had his 
hand badly mashed. 

May 22, 1880.— Train 56, 1 mile south of Whittles. Train broke loose, throwing part of train from 
track. Brakeman William Sprouse had his foot badly mashed. 

July 6, 1880.— Train 53, at Dry Fork, struck and killed Grant Petross, colored, who was drunk and 
had gone to sleep on track. 

August 18, 1880.— Train 56, at Motleys. Brakeman James Cahill, while coupling cars, had a finger 
badly mashed. 

August 21, 1880.— In Lynchburg yard. Brakeman D. Champagne, while coupling cars, had his left 
hand mashed badly. 

September 20, 1880.— Train 57, at Sycamore. Brakeman John McClaughsey, while coupling cars, 
was mashed so badly that he died soon after.
